By Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, June 17.—Carman Cor- 


nelius, a well-to-do merchant, summoned 
neighbors to his apartment in East New 
York early today, with thee announce- 
ment that a burglar had shot and killed 
his wife. : 


Those who returned with Cornelius 
to- his suite found his beautiful young 


wife, Barbera, dead in bed with three 
bullet holes in her head. Near Dy, on 
the floor, was the body of a young man 
who had been shot through the temple. 
The intruder, whom neither the police 
or Cornelius could identify, still clutched 
a pistol. 

Cornelius declared that the man en- 
tered his bedrdom to commit robbery 
and fired at him and killed Mrs. Cor- 
nelius. He believed the supposed burg- 
lar killed himself while the murdered 
Lworhan’s husband was seeking help. 
Cornelius was questioned by the police 
two hours, but did not aiter his story. 

Mrs. Cornelius was 25 years old. ‘She 
had been married but a short time. 
The dead’ man looked to be about 35 
years of age. He was well dressed. A

,One of the two Zeppelins destined for 
operations against Italy was sent away 
from Friedrichshafen yesterday to re- 
place the dirigible destroyed over Be)- 
gium recently by the Canadian aviator, 
Warneford. 

It is reported in Geneva that the Ger- 
man authorities are preparing for an 
important combined raid of Zeppelins 
and aeroplanés on Paris and London, 
in retaliation for the recent attack on 
German towns by aviators of the allies.

Seaman Swears Two Torpedoes 
Hit Liner; Testimony Indicates 
Attack on Both Sides. 


| By Associated Press. 


LONDON, June 17.—The investigation 
into the sinking of the Lusitania was 
resumed in London today under the di- 
rection of Baron Mersey. 3 

‘Capt. W. T. Turner, who was in com- 
mand of the Lusitania at the time she 


went down, was recalled to the stand 
today and asked why the collapsible 
boats: had not been: freed from their 
chocks on entering the danger zone. He 
‘replied that he feared the boats would 
slide about when the ship listed and 
sweep passengers into the sea. The cap- 
tain admitted further that- some boats 
were strapped on the tops of others. 

When asked by Baron: Mersey if the 
increase in the number of small boats on 
liners since the time of the Titanic dis- 
aster was of any advantage, Capt. Turn- 
er answered that he did not think so. 

Condition of  Lifeboats. 

Chief Steward Jones declared he had 
not seen any life belts on the upper 
decks of the Lusitania after the liner 
left New York. 

Chief Carpenter Robertson said the 
condition of the lifeboats was good when 
the Lusitan‘a left New York. 

In reply to the statement of the attor- 
ney for a relative of one of the victims 
that a certain lifeboat leaked so badly 
that all but two of the occupants were 
drowned, the chief carpenter replied that 
he was unable to throw any light on this 
statement, but said it was possible for 
the hot sun to have warped the boat's 
sides. ~ 

The evidence showed that Staff Cap- 
tain Anderson countermanded the or- 
ders Capt. Turner had given previously 
to get the women and children into the 
beats. 
that they got into the boats and had to 
leave them later on orders from Capt. 
Anderson, who was heard shouting “the 
ship is safe.’’ 

Dida’t See Any Life Belts. 

It was also testified that no life 
belts.were available on deck during 
the voyage. Bertram Jenkins of New 
York, a saloon passenger, said he had 
remarked seVeral times to other pas- 
sengers on the absence of life belts. 

“That you did not see them I well 
believe, but that they were not there 
I cannot believe,” remarked Baron 
Mersey. 

A woman witness also told.the court 
she was unable to find life belts. An. 
other passenger said he helped to 
launch a life boat full of women and 
children, unassisted by the crew, but 


jthe boat leaked so badly that it sank 


a few minutes after touching the 
water. Baron Mersey asked whether 
the boat was damaged in being low- 
ered, as it was on the port side. The 
witness replied that if the boat 
bumped against the hull as it was go- 
ing down he was unaware of it. 

D. A. Thomas, known as the “Brit. 
ish Coal King,’’ who was on the Lusi- 
tania, was of the opinion that some 
members of the crew‘ did not obey 
the captain’s orders to attend to the 
rescue of womenand children, but at- 
tempted to save themeelves. 

Sir Edward Cafson, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, expressed his conviction that a 
second submarine was lying in wait 
on the port side of the Lusitania. Sir 
Edward made this statement in reply to 
an argument put forward by Baron 
Mersey, who said he thought a mistake 
had been made:by Seaman O'Neill, one 
of the witnesses before the court, who 
testified he had seen the wash of 2 
torpedo passing the stern of the Lus!- 
tania from the port to starboard side, 
immediately after the liner had been hit 
on the starboard side. 

Testimony of Two Seamen. 

O'Neill was formerly in the navy. He 
is positive that he recognized the wash 
of a torpedo, although he did not see 
the submarine which fired it: from the 
port side. 

Another seaman witness testified that 
he saw the wash of two torpedoes from 
the starboard side. These came forward 
in paralle) lines until they almost 
reached the ship, when ‘they parted at 
a slight angle, first one and then the 
other striking the Lusitania.

800 Men Will Be Sent Inland in 
Mexico Against Yaquis, if 
Deemed Necessary.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 17.—With three 


of the 
Fourth Regiment, United States Marine 
Corps, aboard, the flagship Colorado, 
Admiral Howard commanding, sailed 


from San Diego at 9:35 a. m. today for 
the Lower California coast. 

Orders for the embarking of the ma- 
rines were received last night, and a 
battery of four rapid-fire guns and two 
automatic guns were sent aboard the 
Colorado. 

The Colorado does not take any blue- 
jackets other than the regular mem- 
bers of her crew, numbering about 850 
officers and men. Of these, a force of 
about 500 men will be available for 
landing duty in the event Admiral How- 
ard decides on a relief expedition. 

Admiral Howard stated that the Colo- 
rado would maintain a speed of 14 knots 
an hour on the voyage south. At this 
speed, she is expected to arrive at Guay- 
mas about noon next Sunday. 

Protection of Americans in the Ya- 
qui Valley is the object of the expedi- 
tion. Recent advices are that American 
colonists at Esperanza, some 300 miles 
below the border, after standing off 
one attack of «Yaqui Indians, are 
hemmed and threatened by another. 


Deal With Situation. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Admiral 
Howard, commanding the Pacific fleet. 
was under orders today to proceed im- 
mediately from San Diego to Guay- 
mas, on the -west coast of Mexico, 
with 300 bluejackets and 300 marines, 
and to dispatch this force 29 miles in- 
land, if necessary, to protect Americans 
menaced by the Yaqui Indians. The In- 
dians had threatened to annihilate all 
foreigners. 

Orders to Admiral Howard to proceed 
to Guaymas -were sent by the Navy 
Department following a conference be- 
twéen Navy and State Department of- 
ficials. State Department advices said 
that Indians had declared war on Ger- 
many, Mexico and the United States. 

American cuvlonists in the Yaqui Val- 
ley will determine for themselves if 
they wish to leave the region of Indian 
depredations. Instructions of Admiral 
Howard are to give refuge and asylum. 
if they adk for it; to Jand forces for 
rescue if necessary; but not to take any 
territory. The Admiral today reported 
conditions on the west coast of Mex- 
ico unchanged. ; 

Gov. Maytorena of.the State of So- 
nora today advised the United States 
it would be unnecessary to land any 


protect the American colonists, as he 
would furnish troops for the purpose. 
Admiral Howard's orders will remain 
unchanged, however, and he will be ex- 
pected to act with wide discretion in 
any emergency. 

Considerable speculation was being in- 
dulged in here today as to whether Gen. 
Carranza would continue his course and 
fight on or modify his attitude in view 
of overtures for peace in Mexico by 
Gen. Villa. Some definite word from 
the Constitutionalist chief as to whether 
or not he will accept Villa's proposals 
was awaited here with much interest.

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“WIRE TAPPERS” 
SWINDLE ST. LOUIS 
MAN OUT OF $1450 


David C. Marcus, Who Travels 
for Father, Candy Manufdc- 
turer, Tricked in Chicago. 


David C. Marcus, a traveling represen- 
tative of his father, Samuel Marcus, who 
is in the candy business at 1021 North 
Seventh street, was swindled out of $1450 
by fake wire-tappers in Chicago last 


December, eccording to information ob- 
tained by the St. Louis police in connec- 
tion with the arrest in New York of one 
of the alleged swindlers. 

Marcus was not at his place of busi- 
ness when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
went there this morning. His sister said 
he was in Kansas City, and that, when 
here, he lived in a hotel—which hotel, 
she said she did not remember. 

City detectives today repeated the 
story told them by Marcus, of his ex- 
perience with the wire-tappers in Chi- 
cago. He said he met one “Lucky” Har- 
ris at the Sherman House, Chicago, last 
December, and that Harris told him of 
oig profits, made through a wire-tapping 
“plant’’ which gave Harris and his as- 
sociates advance inforamtion on the 
market, which was at that time very 
unsteady because of the war. 

Harris, according to Marcus, said he 
could double an investment in lead, and 
when Marcus intrusted him with $0, he 
soon afterward returned with $100. This 
was invested and “doubled,” and was 
run up to $00. Then, Marcus said, he 
was induced to make a total investment 
of $1450. He said Harris and an accom- 
plice took the money and did not return. 

Marcus later visited the Bertilion Bu- 
reau of the Chicago Police Department 
and identified the pictures of two men, 
known as wire-tapping swindlers. The 
man arrested in New York is known as 
Harry E. Lewis, or Chester Peabody, 
and dispatches state that the Chicago 
police have sent a man after him.

Between Nov. 1 last and May 9% the’ 
eastern .distriet of Missouri, which com- 
prises St. Louis and nearly one-half 
the State, has paid $1,194.921 in the 
special taxes imposed by the Govern- 
ment because of lack of imports from 


Europe, and known as the ‘‘war tax.’’ 
With the aid of this “war tax,” the 
Government will make a normal in- 
crease in revenue this year, Collector 
Moore says, and, so far as this district 
is concerned, will not suffer a short- 
age. 

The largest item in the ‘“‘war tax” 
total has been the special tax of 50 cents 
a barrel on beer, in addition to the for- 
mer tax of $1 a barrel. This extra tax, 
in the time stated, has yielded $713,127. 
The documentary tax, which includes 
chewing gum, has yielded $385,660, and 
the special tax on wine has amounted to 
$36,163, and that on opium to $84. From 
the special tax on a number of busi- 


shops and billiard pPalls, $59,126 has been 
obtained. 

The fiscal year will end June ®. 
Yor the first 11 months ending May 30, 
the total receipts from all sources have 
Leen $9,195,764.038. If June collections are 
as good as those of the previous 
months, Moore says the total will ex- 
ceed $12,000,000, which will be a normal 


tctal revenue of the district in the pre-

MEN OF TORPEOOED 
STEAMER DROWN 


British Ship Strathnairn, Carry- 
ing Coak for Russia, Sunk 
Off Scilly Islands. 


LONDON, June 17.—The British steam- 
er Strathnairn was torpedoed off the 
Scilly Islands and sunk yesterday. 
Twenty-two members of the crew, in- 
cluding the captain, were drowned. The 
crew was composed of nine Englishmen 
and 24 Chinamen, and of these only one 
Englishman and 10 of the Chinese were 
Saved. These were landed at Milford- 
haven. 

The torpedo struck the steamer amid- 
ships and blew up one of her boilers. 
Four of the ip’s boats were hastily 
launched, but ft of them = capsized, 
while another was d against the 
steamer’s side. The other boat with the 
11 survivors in it. was picked up later. 

The survivors say that after the 
Strathnairn was torpedoed the periscope 
of a submarine was seen nearby, but 
that the underwater boat made no at- 
tempt to rescue the drowning men. 

The Strathnairn, which was a vessel 
of 4336 tons, was bound from Cardiff for 
Archangel, Russia, with a cargo of coal.

Via London, June 17.—The 
news of the complete victory in the

ARMY OF 500000 
‘WOULD BE NEEDED 
TOCONQUER MEXICO 


| Noted Authority on Strategy Be- 


lieves Step Is Almost 
Inevitable. 


Intervention in Mexico by the United 
States, and an estirniate of the troops 
that would be needed for penetration and 
pacification, are treated by R. M. John- 
ston in his book, “Arms and the Race,” 
issued recently by the Century Co. The 
author, an authority in America on Na- 


poleonic history and strategy, is assitant 
professor of history at Harvard and a 
lecturer at the United States War Col- 
lege, Washington. 

Prof. Johnston has been convinced for 
a long time that intervention in Mex- 
ico is almost inevitable. 

“The events of the last two years, 
and the whole current of our recent 
history,” he says in “Arms and the 
Race,” “point to two grave possibill- 
ties; one is that we may have to make 
an expedition to the City of Mexico, 
‘the other is that we may eventually 
have to police the whole of that dis- 
tracted country. These are undoubted 
possibilities, and the sole question here 
is to reply, by the light of military 
history, to the question: What force 
should we require to deal with those 
problems? 

“In the case of Mexico we cannot, as 
in the case of Japan, base our calcu- 
lation on anything that approaches a 
certain knowledge of the forces we 
should have to meet. Precise elements 
are deficient; but we have analogies, 
precedents, probabilities; and on these 
we must build, not with certainty, but 
to the best of our judgment. 

Rallroads to Protect. 

“We know, for instance, that one of 
the main difficulties of Lord Roberts 
in South Africa, and one that con- 
sumed numbers, was the keeping of 
about 1800 miles of rail protected from 
guerrillas. We also know that there 
is something like 25,000 miles of rail 
in Mexico. If we were to miuiltiply up 
on that basis we should conclude that 
we would require between 3,000,000 and 
4,000,000 of troops to contro] Mexico. 

“Fortunately, however, this is not just 
a statistical question. For we-also know 
that where the Boer had consistently 
high morale, the Mexican has unstable 
morale: It is clear from the recent 
fighting that under a good leader the 
Mexican may show up very well. We 
also know from Winfield Scott's ex- 
perience and from many other facts 
that Mexican morale may be broken, 
and once broken is not easily recov- 
ered. 

“We know about the topography of 
a country in which campaigning is dif- 
ficult. Our general staff probably 
knows the real facts as to how many 
men the periodically budding candi- 
dates for the presidential throne of 
Mexico have actually had in the field. 

Out of such 
these, somehow or other, an opinion 
must be formulated for what it is worth. 


Estimate of Troops Needed. 

“Estimating the troops necessary for 
a march from Vera Cruz to Mexico 
City, together with the occupation of the 
Tampico district, one might say, in 
the first place, that the cheap and ef- 
effective way to do business is decisive- 
ly, that is, in overwhelming force. When 
one considers the topography, the na- 
ture of the railroads between Vera Cruz 
and the capital (424 and 474 kilometers), 
one inclines to the belief that from 60,- 
000 to 60,000 regulars would be necessary 
for the advance and the occupation of 
necessary points. According to circum- 
stances a greater or less number of line 
of communication troops would have to 
be employed on the railroad from Vera 
Cruz to Mexico City; possibly-a couple 
of militia divisions would suffice. 

“On some such basis as that we should 
be reasonably certain of making quick 
work of an advance to Mexico City, 
without great waste of time, money or 
lives. It is quite possible, however, that 
the thing could be done with less force. 
It is even conceivable, with Mexican 
morale what it is, that a dashing Gen- 
eral and 15,000 men might do the whole 
business. But we are too powerful a 
nation to trifle with our responsibili- 
ties; a sober and safe estimate is wis 
dom in the long run. 

Problem of Pacification. 

“An expedition to Mexico City, might, 
however, prove insufficient; it might be- 
come necessary to settle down to a 
pacification of the whole country. This 
job would probably, and properly; be 
turned over to a Mexican mounted po- 
lice as rapidly as such a force could be 
constituted; but thet would take time. 
The problem would doubtless be less dif- 
ficult In some parts of the country than 
in others. In any case we should bé’ 
able to train militia and volunteer forces 


| for a few months before settling them 


down to the work of keeping the peaco 
succeeded in 
clearing up. So that the problem is one 
not merely of the number of troops, but 
of the number of troops over three, six, 
nine months, and for either first line or 
second line duties. 

“No data could possibly avail to 
formulate a precise scheme to fit this 
problem. But it seems reasonable to 
say that we should require not less than 
three army corps of regulars in the 
field at the outset, with the possibility 
of a considerable increase within three 
months. Then we should require at the 
very least three army corps of volun- 
teers of militia, available in three 
months, with as many more available in 
six months. In all 130,000 regulars, ris- 
ing to double, and the same force of 
volunteers but with a three months’ 
time alowance beyond the regulars.”

APPALLING SPECIAL TAX WASTES, | 

Contractors for public improvements met by 
special assessments are now paid in tax bills run- 
ning against the benefited property—a ‘most 
wasteful system. 

Entitled to currency on the completion and ac- 
ceptance of his work, he gets due bills, which he 
must collect on the installment plan in five or 
seven years from hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of persons. To finance his operations the con- 
tractor cashes his due bills at the bank, where 
they are subjected to heavy discount, and usuri- 


ous interest is often charged on them until they] 


are paid. Naturally, he includes all these ex- 
penses in the price fixed in his bid. 

In other words the city, in these improvements, 
handles all details for the property owner until 
it comes to payment, which then virtually be- 
comes a private matter between the property 
owner and the contractor. There is no reason 
why the city should not handle all details, pay- 
ment as well as construction. 

The property owners should have the benefit ac- 
cruing in all transactions from cash payments. 
The new charter authorizes it and the first use 
of the new method is asked in a Thekla avenue 
improvement, where it will save $27 on each 30- 
foot lot, it is said. 
| The request is opposed on the ground that test 
cases, which will cause delay, may be instituted 
to determine the legality of various steps in the 
new procedure. 

If litigation is inevitable, why not let it come 
and have it over with es soon as possible? Test 
cases based on a minor improvement will settle 
disputed points and leave the new system availa- 
ble in executing more important future improve- 
ments. 

The loss in discounting tax bills is often 8 per 
cent under the old system. This would all be 
saved by the new system. Under the old system, 
an interest charge of 8 per cent on the unpaid 
balance of tax bills is common, an excess of at 
least 3 per cent, as compared with the new sys- 
tem, or 21 per cent for seven years. This does 
not mean 21 per cent on the total cost of the im- 
provement, as installment payments reduce the 
amount from year to year. But it is safe to say 
that 20 per cent of the special assessments paid 
by the property owner is frequently wasted. 

No wonder the small property owner opposes 
improvements when no return is given him in im- 
provements for $1 out of every $5 he pays. 

Improvement bonds, secured on the proceeds 
of special taxes, payable in installments and giv- 
ing the property owner the benefit of as low a 
rate of interest as is paid on general city bonds, 
are used by hundreds of American cities, large 
and small, in such transactions. It is estimated 
that on the Mill Creek sewer alone this system 
would have: saved $800,000. Among the evils 
which should lead to the abandonment of the 
present system is that it virtually puts the banks 
into the city contracting business.

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HOME RULE—C. A. ©. STYLE. 
While the Illinois Legislature was juggling a bill 
drafted ostensibly to give Chicago home rule con- 
trol of her privately owned public utility corpora- 
tions, Mayor “Big Bill’ Thompson was introducing 
a new kind of home rule—Chicago Athletic Club 
style—that has merits of its own. | 
He did even better, with respect to the street 
car strike, than we advised. He hadn’t time—be- 
ing a man in a hurry—to wait for a court to give 
the city government operating control of the lines. 
So he called the head men of the companies and 
the striking unions into his office, locked the 
doors and told them they couldn’t get out until 
they stopped the strike and agreed to arbitrate 
their differences. He didn’t propose to let Chi- 
cago’s business go to pot while a lot of rantanker- 
ous feudists fought for mastery of the street car 
system. 
It is reported he even hit a street railway pres- 
ident in the eyes and jammed him back into his 
chair, when he tried to leave the room. 
Now the Mayor, as third arbitrator, will cast the 
deciding vote in fixing terms of peace. And he’ll 
open the company’s books to learn whether they 
can or can’t—as they alleged—afford to pay the 
wage increase demanded by the men. 

It all comes back to the original proposition 
concerning city goveynment—that a real Mayor 
can get results under any code or.system, any time 
he has public sentiment back of him. 


. MB. BARTHOLDT’S RECEPTIVITY. 

Private Citizen Richard Bartholdt has a perfect 
constitutional right to be receptive towards a Re- 
publican nomination for United States Senator, 
just as every small boy has a right to aspire to 
the presidency. 

But Mr. Bartholdt’s receptivity is not his only 
qualification. In addition he is almost neutral, 
and believes in grape juice diplomacy in so far 
as it is not inconsistent with brewery ownership of 
governments. He is an exponent of international 
arbitration and international free transportation.

What is announced as a Press Club “frolic” 
is set for today at Delmar Garden. 
It is learned that among other sportive pranks 
and capers and whimsical conceits which are 
either features of this “frolic” or closely asso- 
ciated with it is a 50-50 division of receipts by 
concessionaires at the garden. Another is a pro- 
gram sold on the streets under such circumstances 
ar to indicate that the purpose is a sort of tag-day 
collection of 10 cents a copy, rather than a con- 
tribution to innocent merrymaking. 

A further rollicking feature is a work of biog- 


‘raphy for which subjects are “‘selected” on the

Death has no terrors for me. I go to my end 
in the full consciousness of innocence and with 
firm conviction that as there is a God in heav- 
en, my full vindication must come some day. 
With the dawn of that day, there will come 
to the people of Georgia a full realization of 
this horrible mistake, a mistake irretrievable 
—the execution of an innocent man, a victim 
of perjury, prejudice and passion. 

On May 10 last, when the final legal remedies 
had been exhausted, he spoke thus on being sen- 
tenced to be hanged June 22 next: 

Again I can but reiterate that I am erate 
of the murder of Mary Phagan s 
It is the knowledge that God knows it now 
and that the world will know it some day, 
that inspires as I stand before your honor and 
as I face the future. 

Such words, of course, prove nothing. Most 
any man would’ plead with all the subtility of 
which he was capable to save himself from hang- 
ing. And still would many guilty men plead 
with just’ the subtile appeal found in the full 
statement made by Frank on each of these solemn 
occasions? If he is guilty he certainly is one 
of ‘the most remarkable of criminals. 


If we were made a victim of one of justice’s 


blunders, if we were facing Frank’s horrible 
end with the sense of impotent resentment 
natural under such circumstances, would not any 
of us be glad to think that we would conduct 
ourselves with the dignity and self-restraint and 
good taste with which, as these words show, as 
other glimpses which the public has caught of 
him since conviction show, Frank has conducted 
himself?
